SCHOOL ENUMERATION" IN THIS CITY
FOR 1800 SnORT JTST 8,443.

The Free Kindergarten Aaaoelattloil
Appeals to the School Board

tor Aid.

At the meeting of the School Board last
night a report was made on the school
enumeration of ISM. The report Indicated
that an alarming system of 'paddlng" must
have existed prior to the taking effect of
the new school law. According to the report
the school patronage of the city Includes
21,410 children, 3,646 of whom are white
and 2,764 are colored. These figures are
8,413 short of the enumeration for 1S33. The
report of the committee which had charge
of the enumeration says the work was
thoroughly done, hence the committee con-

cludes that last year's work must have
been inaccurate. Members of the board say
that the decrease In numbers is proportion-
ate over the State. ,

The board considered a communication
from the officers of the Indianapolis Free
Kindergarten asking for financial assistance.

The kindergarten has ten schools, five days
In the week, and twelve schools on Sundry,
in different parts of the city. For the year
1S35 the total enrollment yr&s 1,885. The
officers say the school Is being supported by
voluntary subscription and It has only been
pcrble for the ladies Interested to keep
the schools open by constant soliciting.

'We need not assure you," the communi-
cation said, "that this work, Is most onerous
and dlsagreeab'.e to all concerned. We feel
that it is time that at least a part of the
expense should be paid out of the public
funds." Commissioner Vonnegut was in
favor of doing something for the kinder-
garten at once and offered n resolution pro-
viding for an appropriation of JSOO. Other
members of the board though the kinder-
garten schools should receive some aid. but
they doubted the advisability of promising
a stated sum at this time. It was deemed
best to wait until the next meeting before
taking final action on the resolution.

Superintendent Goss reported the number
of pupils in the school! for the month ot
March as being 1.441 In excess of the same
mcnth la t year. Corporal punishment wts
Inflicted in thirty-eitr- ht cases.

The report of the library committee for the
month ending April 30 was received. At
the close of th month, the lrary contained
62 270 books. 223 volumes having been added.
The circulation of books for home use
amounted to 1S.954.

Landonla Williams was appointed on the
list of teachers on the recorc wend at loll of
the committee on teachers and salaries.
The election of the new teacher is to date
from March 3. of the prescn year. The
board decided to mplcy a nlgh watch-
man for High School No. 1. Warrants
were reported drawn on the treasurer Icr
$C.837J0.

Flick has received
the school enumeration for 1E3S, which showa
a falling off of neirly 20 per cent in Marion
county.

In'nVarlyaf'of'the cities in the State there
has been a heavy shrinkage in the school
enumeration. Fort Wayne is 43 per cent,
short of last year. This falling ofT, the
school officials say. Is entirely due to the
new-scho- ol law. It requires certiorates of
accuracy from each family, and agents tak-
ing the enumeration cannot depend on mere
estimates.

Faith Is Lie obedient, soul's reliance
upon the divine promise, the submissive
soul's grasp , of divine power, it is a return
fo that normal sta'te in which God lives In
man and acts through him (Rom. v, 1, 2), and
man lives for God and acts for His glory.
Faith transforms and transposes men. It
makes them new creatures and puts them in
new attitudes and relations. By it the alien
becomes a citizen and the rebel la made
loyal. (Phil, lv, 13.)

OCCASION. Harmonists are not agreed
concerning the order ofVents in thjs period!
of Christ's life. Some are disposed to ln- -

sert the eleven cryapl .cf John between
the sixteenth and the seventeenth chapters
of Luke, believeing tbaWafter the parable of
the rich man and Lazarus Jesus went to
Bethany to . comfort Mary and Martha by
raising their brother'lo-- life, and that after-
ward lie returned to (he southern part of
Samaria. Others "wouldmake no break in
the, narrative of Luke.'-- ; AH are agreed that
the four verses "pre crdlps our lesson are its
Introduction. In' these ,jesus treats misde-
meanors of two klnds.'1Ie Informs the dis-
ciples (Versed 2 and 2) -- that offenses will
come and pronounces, W woe upon the man
by whom they' come He then proceeds to
charge the disciples to exerciss great care
of their own Conduct1 (Yerses 3 and 4), and
enjoins two things. They must rebuke a
brother who tcspajses against them, and
they must forgive 'if. Jie". repents. Further-
more, If he shxrofcr 'trespass. seven times in
the day and as many times repent, they
must in each Instance, forgive. Jin short. He
limits their pardon tofthe confession of the
offender (I John i, 9)r, mit makes no limit to
the number of 'pardons."

REQUEST. This teaching awakened the
apostles to serious reflection. They realized
the danger of wrong-doin- g toward a fellow
disciple. They felt.'-tha-

t it would be ex-

ceedingly difficult, to. rebuke one in a right
spirit and bring film td repentance (Gal. vl,
1); more difficult their fault?
(James v, 16) as a method of reconciliation;
and almost impossible- - to forgive one who
offended so many tlnies. They must have
feft their inability to attain the elevated
standard and to perform the delicate duties
enjoined. It is a great event in any man's,
life when he approves an ideal, but feels his
own short comings ''and weakness. (Horn,
vll, 18.) The apostles therefore sought the
aid of Jesus to meet; their need. "Increase
our falth,,r"was their united request. Evi-
dently:, they' believed that faith Is the es-

sential In every holy endeavor (Heb.- - xl, 6);
that while they had a measure of faith
it was not strong enough for the duty re-

quired of them; ami that Jesus had the
power to develop '. this excellent quality In
them. (Eph. II, 8.) These three opinions
were outside of the ordinary range of their
thinking. They, reveal the better and more
hopeful side of apostolic character, showing
that they were gradually approaching the
realm of spiritual matters, 'and that the
efforts of Jesus for-thei- r education were in
a measure successful. But were they right
In this request? Or, ' were they feeling
after truth which they were t unable to
grasp? .

REPLY. The Lord does not rebuke the
apostler. for their request, a proof that He
was not displeased with them. Neither does
He offer to grant , their petition, at that
time or at any time, an indication that they,
had rot spoken altogether in accordance
with' His will Rut He instructs them, and- -

leads them Into a clearer view. "If ye had
faith as a grain of mustard seea. He says,
Implying that the desire for Increase was
not iuite rroper. A small faith. If genuine.
likened unto the least of seeds (Matt, xili,
32). was sufficient for great deeds. They"
might with it do wonders they might Corn-- 5

mand the sycamore to ce transplanted in
the sea. and the tree would obey. This
statement has provoked unwise discussion.
The remark ought not to be taken literally,
but figuratively. There is no possible gain
In making a tree grow In the ocean. Jesus
was not engaged In such- - feats of mys-
terious power, neither did He undertake to
train His followers to do them, The trans

The signals are
placed at sharp curves, grades, switches
and at both ends of the tunnels, preventing
trains from running too closely together.
As long as there is a train or engine on the
circuit the signal will remain red, and no
other train can proceed until it drops back
to white. When .this system was first
adopted the running of a hand car on to the
circuit would cause the signal to w ork, and
it was found necessary to make that class
of cars with woodtn spokes so as to break
the circuit. . , . ,

Such is the plain teaching of
the sixth verse. '

SERVICE. In verses seven to ten an en-
tirely different subject appears to be intro-
duced: Dismissing faith Jesus discusses
service. He hypothecates a case. Suppose
one of the apostles- - had a servant, would
he at the close of the day's work direct,
that servant ' to take his supper first?;
Would ho not rather require the servant'
first to wait on him and afterward to take;
his refreshments? And in case the servant.
did this he would deserve no thanks, for it,
was merely tne performance of duty, in
like manner Jesus required His disciples to
act in their ministry. His design was to
teach them self-abnegati- on and humiliation,
an absolute surrender to the will of their
Master as a duty. (Rom. xil, 1.) Evidently
this teaching had some relation with what
went before. The address was continuous,
and the parts are joined by the word "but,"
a descriptive conjunction, showing that the
remarks on a dissimilar surjject were in-
tended to cast light on the matter of faith.
But how? Faith Is a matter of the will as
much as of the intellect or emotions. No
man Is prepared for Its genuine exercise un-
til he becomes humbly and fully submissive
to Jesus Christ. The servant's spirit and
attitude are the means of promoting it.
(James H, 17.) It Is divinely given, not as
a luxury for idleness, but as an enduement
for service.

PLEADING. After the foregoing inter-
view with His disciples Jesus Journeyed with
them into the borders of Samaria. Omitting
all references to the occurrences In the way
Luke records an incident that casts further
light on the subject of faith. Just outside of
a little village Jesus met ten lepers. These
unfortunate people were deemea to be spe-
cially and: directly under divine displeasure.
Out of sympathy and with a desire to be mu-
tually helpful, being deprived of all Inter-
course with others, they consorted together.
Standing afar off, as required by the law,
they cried aloud, "Jesus, master, have mercy
on us." This was a very . Imperfect recogni-
tion. They knew Jesus by Hia name and by
the popular conception of Him as a public
teacher. They did not appear to know that
He was the Messiah, a truth which the apos-
tles were slow to receive. (Matt, xvl, 16.)
But they believed that He had power to heal,
and that He was gool enough to exercise
that "power. They' had probably obtained
that opinion through the many reports of
His wonderful cures Matt, viii, 2), which
were in circulation. So that their pleading
was an act of faith and hope. How earnest
must they have been as they considered their
state and His ability.

CLEANSING. Leprosy was a loathesome
and Incurable disease. - In its presence all
classes, even physicians and philanthropists
were powerless. Oa this account Jesus was
particularly attentive to Its miserable vic-
tims (Matt, xl, 5) as a proof of His high
claims, and when the twelve were sent out
He ordered them to imitate His example.
(Matt, x, 8.) But when these ten approached
He did not Immediately work a cure, as He
might have done by a word, neither did He
encourage them to hope for any relief. He
.rather directed them to go and show them
selves unto the priests. Why this order?
The priests could not cure. It was their
duty merely to decide whether the di?ease was
leprosy (Lev. x;ii. 2). also to pronounce one
free from ecclesiastical restraints w'hen th
disease was removed. (Lev. xiv, 2.) For this
latter purpose the lepers were to go. It wai
quite the same as to say that on reaching
the priest the leprosy would be gone. It was
therefore a test of their faith, something
like that required of Naaman. (II Kings v,
10.) Bosses., .'it was a recognition of the
Jewish ordinances, as on other occasions.
(Luke v, 14.) The lepers went, and, while on
the wav they were cleansed. It was a re-
markable display of the power of Christ,'
working. results In men distant from Him,
and rewarding their elementary faith.

PRAISING. Ten men in the way healed
of Leprosy and restored to society! Another
triumph of the love of Jesus over bodily in-
firmities. One would suppose that these
men would hasten to fling themselves with
parslonate ttratitude at the Savior's feet ami
to thank Him for the wonderous gift of life
and hela.h.' But nine of them go their way
and forget Him. They have gone on with
glai heart to receive the priest's certificate
and to seek their homes an! friends. They
may have been controlled by some absorb-
ing selflshners, some Jewish Infatuation,
some sacerdetal Interference, some shame-
ful thankfulness, some suoer.tit!ous Igno-anc- e.

Dut one of them, and he a Samaritan,
exalted a splrrt of gratitude. Turning back
with loud voice he glorified GoJ, and fell
down on his face in true Oriental style, ex-
pressive of .'his deep reverence (Gen. xlvlit,
12), and gave hearty thanks to Ws benefac-
tor. In I: bis the Samaritan 'honored his own
people, showing that though derpdsed, they
were in many respects superior . to their
haughty &&i ttlf-rthts- c3 ;'l:orsrf.
